The exploration of the human, intellectual, military, 
architectural and cultural literatures of the Assyrian kings 
particularly the New Assyrian ones 911-612 B.C reveals 
prominent differences between one king and another with regard 
to interests, concerns and views which is considered natural 
among humans. This variance is evident in the behavior and 
legacy of each of them before and during their reigns. One of 
those kings for instance was primarily interested in learning and 
writing and hence left a big library. Another king was interested in 
building channels and dams and in agriculture leaving a number of 
projects the ruins of which can still be seen today. The interests of 
another were all about sports, hunting and animals rearing for 
which he bu ilt ranches and stables telling the story of the relief 
decorating the ancient temples, palaces, cities and the walls of the 
world museums today. 

Justice, law enforcement, social support and insurance for 
the poor, price control, nation welfare, the establishment of 
temples and the fulfillment of the gods desires and instructions are 
all evidences of the religious effects on the personality of Sargon 
II. These interests can be clearly seen in his inscriptions, deeds and 
annals.
